FEDERATION WORK 


Third Day’s Proceedings of the 
Convention. 


A CONTINUOUS SESSION. 


Mass Meeting Last Nrght Was a Splen­ 
did Success—What Is Being 
Done Today.

The Missouri State Federation 
of Labor is business from start to 
I 
finish. 
It convenes promptly on 
time and does not adjourn until 5 
o’clock p. m. 
Some ^of the dele­ 
gates had hoped to conclude the 
bufiness of the ninth annual meet- 
“ ing so that sine die adjournment 
would be had tonight, but Presi­ 
dent Bradley informed the D e m o ­ 


c r a t this morning that the ouc- 
look was that a fourth day’s ses- 
t 
«ion would be necessary. 
Later, 
however, the convention decided 
to hold a continuous session until 
the business in hand was disposed 
of, with one and one-half hours for 
lunch and supper, and it may be 
* 
that sine die adjournment will be ‘ 
reached tonight. 
Last night a largely attended 
mass meeting was held at the court 
house, under the auspices of the 
federation, and it is assured that 
much good was done among the 
wage earners of Sedalia in behalf 
I 
of organized labor. 
President M. F. Bradley opened 
the meeting, and, in a few well 
chosen remarks, 
introduced the 
chairiBi*ii of the meeting, Samuel 
J. Lewis, delegate from Kansas 
City Typographical Union No. 80. 
Among the speakers were Ford 
^ 
Allen, 
William 
Brandt, E. 
Behrens, Dave S. Guyette, J. C. 
Goedeker, O. E. Parsons, E. B. 
Howard and R. B. Parker. 
They reviewed the union labor 
movement from its inception to 
the present day in a thorough and 
comprehensive manner and advised 
organization for the workingmen 
for the fraternal and benevolent 
features which it would bring to 
them. 
The programme lasted until 10 
o’clock and all of the speakers 
were well received and their re­ 
marks freely applauded. 
A t the close of the programme 
Chairman Lewis closed the meet­ 
ing with a brief address. 
Among 
other thvngs he said : 
In organization is the Ameri­ 
can workingman’s only hope of 
salvation. 
This is the age of ex­ 
pansion ; this is the collective age ; 
this 
is the organization age. 
If 
expansion is good for the coun­ 
try, then expansion is equally good 
for the individual. 
I should like 
to see God send the day when the 
labor movement has so expanded 
that it will have taken in all hu­ 
manity. 
Better than Masonry, 
better than 
Pythianism, 
better 
than any fraternal or benevolent

The 31orning Session. 
It was 9 o’clock when President 
Bradley called the convention to 
order for the third day’s session 
this morning, and the minutes of 
yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 
The resolution of Wm. Brandt, 
of St. Louis, repudiating both the 
democratic and republican parties, 
on which the committee had pre­ 
sented majority and minority re­ 
ports, was the first matter taken 
up for discussion. 
Delegate 
Hendricks, 
of 
St. 
Louis, spoke in favor of the reso­ 
lution. 
He could not understand 
how any labor advocate was afraid 
to speak the words “ democrat” 
and “ republican” in other than a 
whisper. 
Delegate Behrens, of Sedalia, 
believed if organized labor would 
force its demands upon the politi­ 
cal parties in power it could secure 
the reforms demanded. Theeman- 


union,

He did not care whether 
the original resolution, 
or 
the 
amendment, substituting “ old par­ 
ties” for “ democratic and republi­ 
can,” was adopted, as they were 
in effect the same. 
Delegate Lovely, of St. Louis, 
thought the convention was drift­ 
ing away from the original ques­ 
tion. 
He did not believe in men- 
ioning only two parties, how­ 
ever. He moved as an amendment 
hat “ republican and democratic” 
and “ old parties” be stricken out 
and “ dominant parties” be sub­ 
stituted. 
Delegate Allen, of Kansas City, 
thought the matter of denuncia­ 
tion should commence at home. 
The working man holds the balance 
of power. 
This is a matter that 
should be discussed by the various 
unions and disposed of by them. 
The solution of the problem, Mr. 
Allen said, was in the ballot box. 
Delegate Schwitzgable, of Kan­ 
sas City, withdrew his amendment 
in favor of that offered by Delegate 
Lovely. 
Delegate Duke, of Kansas City, 
wanted a club of union labor men 
organized in every ward of every 
city in the state, and in this man­ 
ner the desired reform could be ac­ 
complished. 
Delegate Tompkins, of Kansas 
City, moved as a substitute for the 
whole matter that it be referred to 
the local unions of the state, but 
the step was declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
After another hour’s discussion, 
the amendment of Delegate Love­ 
ly, substituting “ dominant parties” 
for “ democratic and republican,” 
was adopted. 
A lengthy discussion followed 
the introduction of a report to 
change the rules of the federation, 
with a view to earlier sine die ad­ 
journment. 
Delegate 
Goedecker, 
of 
St. 
Louis, said he was well satisfied 
with Sedalia and did not care if he 
remained here all summer. 
Delegate White, of St. Louis, 
gave Kansas City a rap by saying 
that the delegation from there had 
got all they came after, and now 
they wanted to force everybody to 
go home before the work of the 
federation was concluded. 
After further discussion^ a con­ 
tinuous session was decided upon, 
as stated above. 
Delegate B. F. Biggs, of St. 
Louis, introduced a resolution re­ 
questing our senators and represen­ 
tatives in congress to use their best 
efforts to secure the election of 
United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 
It was adopt­ 
ed by the federation, as follows: 
Whereas, section 3, of article i, 
of the constitution of the United 
States provides that United States 
senators shall be elected by the 
legislatures of the several states; 
and

“ The case of Bob Young, to 
whom the State Board of Pharma­ 
cy granted a pharmacist’s certifi­ 
cate Monday, is a remarkable one 
in more respects than one,” said 
Dr. August T. Fleisehmann, secre­ 
tary of the board, to a representa­ 
tive of the D k m o c r a t last night. 
“ As stated in the S undayMorn- 


iN G D e m o c r a t , Young was an ex­ 
convict, he having been released 
under the three-fourths rule after 
serving seven and one-half years of 
a ten years’ sentence for rape. 
“ Young rode with me from Jef­ 
ferson City to Sedalia, and en 
route I learned much of his history 
that IS of interest. 
He is a native 
of Virginia and is 36 years old. He 
has a wife and one child, a son 11 
vears old, who does not know his 
father has been behind prison bars 
several vears. 
“ At the time of his sentence 
Young was living at Bethany, 
Mo., where he had been employed 
as 
a school 
teacher. 
He 
was 
recognized as one of the most 
prominent citizens of that section, 
and was once a candidate for 
county superintendent of schools. 
“ The crime of which he was 
convicted was rape, his vict m be­ 
ing one of his pupils, the daughter 
of the postmaster at Bethany, who 
was a leading Mason, as was also 
Young. 
“ When the case came up for 
trial 
Y'oung’s 
attorneys 
were 
anxious to make the strongest de­ 
fense possible for him, and to 
show that there were mitigating 
circumstances, if such a thing is 
possible in a case of this kind, but 
he would not permit it and entered 
a plea of guilty, getting a ten years’ 
sentence. 
“ Soon after liis arrival at the 
prison Young entered the dispen­ 
sary as an assistant, where he be­ 
gan the study of pharmacy, with a 
view to becoming a druggist. 
He 
passed a highly creditable exami­ 
nation before the board of phar­ 
macy Monday and was granted a 
certificate. 
“ While in prison Y’^oung was 
visited twice by his wife, who, he 
says, has stood by him loyally 
through all his troubles. His aged 


father and mother are residents of 
Bethany, but they never visited 
him while in convict garb. 
“ In speaking of 
his coming 
meeting with his wife, son and 
parents, Young was so overcome 
with emotion that he talked with 
difficultv. 
“ After the examination had been 
concluded, the members of the 
Board of Pharmacy had a long talk 
with Young, in which he told of 
his hopes and ambitions, and their 
unstinted sympathy went out to 
him. 
“ Ic was a surprise to the board 
at the number of people in Jeffer­ 
son City who took a deep interest 
in Y oung and were anxious to know 
if he had passed a successful ex­ 
amination. 
He was a model pris­ 
oner fiom the date of his confine­ 
ment to the time he was dis­ 
charged, and he left the state capi­ 
tal carrying with him the best 
wishes of the entire community. 
“ Young stated to me that his 
experience had convinced him that 
there were very few men in the 
penitentiary who did not belong 
there. 
These few, he says, feel 
that they owe society a debt, and 
no other way can they pay it than 
by serving out the sentence impos­ 
ed by the court. Y^oung goes home 
full of hope and confidence, and I 
shall be surprised if he does not 
live down the past and achieve 
success in the business world.”

Accordiug to a re­ 
cent report of ihe lAiited ctates de- 
parimeriL of agriculture, hy lapping 
the eeniral bnci that crowns the co- 
coanut, a kind of wine, called tuba, 
of an agreeable pungent taste, is pro­ 
duced. 
Tliis tuba, vclicn allowed to 
ferment, produces vinegar, and when 
distilled, a kind of brandy, lliat is 
highly relislied by the natives. 
From 
the husk of the coeoanut the Tacrals 
make ropes and eor.ds, and a material 
for calking their boats. 
From 
the 
woody sliclls they carve snoons,,cups, 
beads for rosarien and many Other 
articles. The leaves thev use to cover 
tlie r(K)fs of tlieir houses. Poofs made 
in this m anner are thick ami tight, 
but they have tlie disadvantage 
of 
burning readily, so that in tlie towns 
and villages where the houses are thus 
covered, conilagrations spreaci 
with 
great rapidity. 'I'lie vein.- ami smaller 
ribs of the leaves arc used to make 
brooms, the m idri’os serve as Îuel, 
»and the ashes are utilized hi making 
soap. 
The trunk of the jailm is made 
to serve as a jiillar to siq jiort

overshadow. 
Oil barrels, tuba casksand water pipes 
are fashioned from hollow si étions of 
the trunk.

Dr. Appleby was 
in the office and Dr. Hobson sug­ 
gested that Dr. Appleby should 
make the necessary examination, 
which, as soon as Dr, Hobson had 
left the office, he proceeded to do. 
He took the child in his arms 
and handled it so roughly that the 
parents protested, but to no avail. 
Suddenly the physician put his 
thumbs under its chin, and with 
his fingers 
on 
top of its head 
crushed its face in so that blood 
gushed out ot its nose and mouth. 
Then, jum ping up, he seized the 
child by one foot and began swing­ 
ing it around his head, resisting all 
efforts of the terror-stricken parents 
to stop him, and it was not until 
help arrived that the child was 
taken from i*im. 
W hen Dr. Rich, who had been 
called in, prepared a stimulant to 
administer to the baby, Dr. A p ­ 
pleby knocked the spoon on the 
loor, declaring that God had taken 
the child. 
The insane commission was im­ 
mediately convened, and at night 
Dr. A ppleby was on his way to 
the hospital for the insane at Inde^ 
pendcnce.

Then llie bulk 
which has had its tail cut and also his 
ear.', to make him angry, is admitted, 
and as lie comes in a man in the audi­ 
ence slicks a fancy'Colored tissue pa-, 
per bunch of roses with long red and ^ 
fancv colored ftrramcrs in his back. 
It is held there by a long liHi hook 
about Ihree inches long. 
1 hat ju«t 
makes him awfully mad and lie bel­ 
lows and roars and scrapes the ground 
and begins to charge on the plater^, 
who throw their cloths at him, and in­ 
stead of charging into the wretched 
men themselves the ignorant bca:.t 
makes for the red or gremi rag, and 
they escape. 
Then Ire will make for 
one of the men, hut they ^^LRipc be­ 
hind the guards and keep out of his 
way a« h(‘-t they cam 
The lirst bull 
tluw killed in tiie one 1 saw charged 
into one of the horsemen and knocked 


liim oil’ and slightly injured his horse 
in the neck, so that he was rendered 
iiniil for the rest of the tight. 
Then 
the Mexicans just screamed and liol- 
lered and clapped their liaiids and 
called for the **musica,’'’ for the Hood - 
ier it is the better it suits them. 
Then, after they have tormented 
the bull for about 15 minutes with 
their cloths, the horsemen are taken 
qiij, 
..the leader tal^^s two long 


h^icKs* which are fancikiily uGcorated 
with tissue paper and in the end of 
which are some fish hooks, and sticks 
them in the bulks shoulder on top of 
his back; then lie takes two more and 
sticks thorn on tlie right side, then two 
more and sticks them on the left .side; 
then, after this, the bull is ready to 
kill. 
The leader then takes a large 
silk red fiag and hides the sword be­ 
neath it, and the first opportunity he 
has he sticks it between the bulks 
shoulders and kills him with 
one 
thrust; at least, he is supposed to. 
This is repeated on four bulls; then 
the performance is finished, and the 
butchered bulls are given to the sol­ 
diers, as the ^Fexicans imagine that 
a bull that dies game will make the 
soldiers strong and brave. 
The bull­ 
fight I saw was a very poor one, so I 
was told, but I don’t care to see any 
more. 
The rule is to kill the bulls 
with one thrust of the sword, for there 
is a certain spot on their hack between 
the shoulders u here the sword can be 
stuck so as to touch the heart. 
I saw some very nice-looking Amer­ 
ican women visit this shc^w, and they 
seemed to enjoy it, too.— St. Louis 
Eepublic.
